The  table  of  classification  of  the  causes  of  death  shows  a  total  of  102  with  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulation  to  take  its  usual  first  place,  with  cancer  a  close  second. 

The  attendance  of  children  at  the  clinic  continued  to  grow  and  the  immunisation 
figures  for  the  district  remained  most  satisfactory. 

I  would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  for  their  encouragement  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  Heads  of  Departments  I  am  again  obliged  for  their  co-operation  at  all  times.

Water  Supplies 

The  Loftus  Urban  District  Council  are  not  the  statutory  water  undertakers  for  the 
district  —  this  duty  being  carried  out  by  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board. 
There  is  only  one  reservoir  within  the  district  and  this  is  situated  at  Scaling  Dam.  The 
bacterial  sampling  and  analysis  of  all  raw  water  before  it  passes  to  the  distributing  mains 
is  theresponsibility  of  the  lees  Valley  and  Clveland  Water  Board,  who  have  supplied 
the  following  table,  shewing  the  results  of  this  sampling.

Fluoride  is  not  added  to  the  water  by  the  lees  Valley  &  Cleveland  Water  Board  as 
the  natural  fluoride  content  varies  between  0.1  and  0.2  parts  per  million. 

It  is  estimated  that  out  of  a  total  of  2,002  dwellings  within  the  clist rict ,  2.022  dwellings 
(providing  accommodation  for  approximately  7,880  persons)  arc  supplied  by  piped  water 
mains  direct  to  the  houses.  There  are  no  dwellings  supplied  by  means  of  stand-pipes  from 
the  water  mains  but  the  remaining  dwellings  are  supplied  with  piped  water  into  the  dwell¬ 
ings  from  small  private  water  supplies.  These  dwellings  are  situated  mostly  in  rural  areas, 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  Urban  District. 


During  the  year,  SO  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  various  supply  points  and 
these  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these,  23  shewed  a  quality  below 
Class  1.  Of  these  results,  two  were  interspersed  with  Class  1  samples  and  could  have  been 
due  either  to  a  temporary  contamination  or  sampling  flaw.  The  remaining  21  samples 
were  taken  as  a  result  of  contamination  of  a  private  supply  and  it  was  necessary  to  con¬ 
tinue  sampling  whilst  investigations  of  the  source  of  contamination  were  being  carried 
out.  Immediately  the  source  of  contamination  was  isolated,  remedial  works  were  put  in 
hand  and  further  sampling  shewed  that  the  quality  of  the  water  had  returned  to  Class  1.

Following  a  request  from  the  owner  of  Greenhow  Farm,  a  scries  of  8  samples  of  water 
were  taken  from  a  new  borehole  in  ordei  to  ascertain  the  quality  of  the  water.  Seven  of 
the  samples  returned  a  standard  of  Class  1  and  the  remaining  sample  was  Class  2.  The 
latter  sample  could  have  been  an  error  in  sampling  or  a  spasmodic  contamination  and 
could  therefore  be  discounted. 

Following  a  number  of  unsatisfactory  results  fiom  the  routine  sampling  of  South 
Loftus,  a  special  investigation  was  cariied  out  to  ascertain  the  source  of  pollution.  A 
rotal  of  18  samples  were  taken  in  addition  to  the  routine  samples  and  from  the  pattern  of 
tesults  it  was  possible  to  pinpoint  the  source  of  contamination  and  after  remedial  works 
had  been  carried  out  the  source  was  eiadicated  and  a  wholesome  supply  of  water  was  pro¬ 
vided.

The  value  of  routine  sampling  is  proved  when  a  source  of  contamination  to  a  water 
supply  can  be  found  and  eradicated  with  no  ill  effects  to  the  users.  Had  not  routine  sampling 
been  in  progress,  then  this  contamination  might  have  gone  undetected  for  a  considerable 
period  of  time,  may  be  with  serious  consequences. 

Food  Poisoning 

During  the  year  only  two  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  reported  by  the 
local  medical  practitioners.  Five  swabs  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Middlesbrough  for  examination  and  all  returned  negative  results. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1965,  and  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1970 

In  accordance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1965,  and  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  1970,  113  inspections  of  food  premises  were  carried  out  during  the  year, 
by  your  Inspectors  and  59  infringements  of  the  Regulations  were  noted.  All  were  remedied 
by  informal  action. 

During  the  year,  the  Department  conducted  courses  for  food  handlers  employed  by 
the  British  Steel  Corporation  in  the  canteens  at  their  Skinningrove  Works  and  at  the 
end  of  the  courses,  candidates  who  passed  the  oral  examination  were  awarded  the  St. 
John’s  Clean  Food  Handlers  Certificate  and  Badge.  These  courses  were  very  well  attended 
and  it  is  hoped  to  run  similar  courses  during  future  years. 

In  addition,  a  poster  campaign  was  carried  out  in  co-operation  with  the  North  Riding 
County  Council  and  films  relating  to  food  hygiene  were  shewn  to  various  organisations. 
Owneis  of  food  premises  throughout  the  district  have  again  co-operated  with  your  In¬ 
spectors  during  the  year  and  the  general  standard  of  food  hygiene  in  all  food  premises 
was  found  to  be  very  good.

Fish  Frying 

The  5  fish  frying  premises  within  the  district  were  inspected  on  1 1  occasions  during 
the  year,  and  on  all  occasions  the  standard  ot  cleanliness  and  hygiene  was  found  to  be 
very  good. 

Bakehouses 

Six  inspections  were  carried  out  at  the  two  bakehouses  operating  within  the  District 
and  minor  infringements  of  the  Regulations  were  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Meat  Inspection 

The  two  privately  owned  slaughterhouses  within  the  District  continued  to  operate 
throughout  the  year  and  the  throughput  of  animals  was  23,234  —  an  increase  of  approx¬ 
imately  2.06%  over  the  previous  year.  This  increase  is  not  as  great  as  previous  years  due 
to  the  decline  in  the  number  of  cattle  and  calves  slaughtered  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  100%  inspection  of  all  meat  slaughtered  has  been  maintained  by  your  inspectors 
and  in  this  connection,  690  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouses. 

In  order  to  cover  the  Bank  Holiday  periods  and  other  times  when  slaughtering  was 
carried  on  outside  normal  office  hours,  a  rota  system  was  operated  by  your  Inspectors. 
As  a  result  of  these  inspections,  9  tons  5  cwts,  62  lbs.  of  meat  and  offal  were  condemned 
as  being  diseased  or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  the  whole  of  this  meat 
was  subject  to  voluntary  surrender. 

Both  Slaughterhouses  continued  to  operate  in  a  satisfactory  manner  during  the  year 
and  as  a  result  of  the  co-operation  between  your  Inspectors  and  the  owners,  the  amount 
of  meat  inspection  carried  out  outside  normal  office  hours  was  kept  to  a  minimum.  It  was 
not,  therefore,  necessary  to  control  the  times  of  slaughter  in  accordance  with  the  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations,  1966.

Sanitary  Accommodation 

It  is  estimated  that  2,945  houses  within  the  Urban  District  are  now  on  the  water 
carriage  system,  and  this  figure  includes  7  conversions  to  the  system  carried  out  during 
the  year.  These  were  all  in  Loftus,  and  of  the  remaining  1 1  without  watei  carriage  system, 
6  will  be  converted  when  the  Liverton  sewer  is  completed.  The  remaining  5  properties 
will  have  no  sewer  available. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

All  sewage  from  within  the  Urban  District  is  disposed  of  by  direct  disposal  to  the 
sea  and  no  complaints  were  received  regarding  fouling  of  the  beaches  during  the  year. 

Work  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year  on  the  provision  of  a  sewer  to  Liverton 
Village  and  at  the  time  of  this  report  the  sewer  has  been  completed  from  Liverton  Mines 
to  Liverton  Village  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  work  on  this  sewer  wall  be  completed  by  March, 
1973. 

The  main  sewer  in  the  Whitecliff  Beck  area  wras  again  affected  by  a  number  of  block¬ 
ages  which  could  only  be  caused  by  irresponsible  persons.  In  one  instance,  it  v'as  necessary 
for  the  Council  workmen  to  work  throughout  the  Spring  Bank  Holiday  period  in  order 
to  remove  obstructions.  Among  the  many  items  removed  from  the  sewer  at  this  point 
was  part  of  a  washing  machine,  builders  rubble,  kiddies  tricycle,  tins  and  pieces  of  wood, 
which  could  not  have  found  access  to  the  sewerage  system  by  normal  means. 

Advice  regarding  drainage  layouts  and  the  use  of  septic  tanks  is  freely  given  to  property 
owmers  and  builders,  and  all  new  drainage  work  is  inspected  and  tested  before  back-filling 
of  the  trenches  takes  place.  In  this  connection,  co-operation  between  local  contractors 
engaged  on  drainage  works  and  my  Department  continues  to  be  very  good. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  within  the  District  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year,  but  this  has  only  been  possible  by  the  use  of  other  workmen  from  the  Council’s 
labour  force  to  compensate  for  lost  time  due  to  sickness  and  annual  leave  and  bv  the 
use  of  additional  transport  and  men  to  compensate  for  time  lost  during  the  Bank  Holidav 
periods. 

The  controlled  tipping  of  refuse  on  the  Deepdale  Tip  has  continued  throughout  the 
year,  but  again  difficulties  have  been  experienced  from  time  to  time  due  to  unauthorised 
persons  gaining  access  to  the  tip  and  lighting  fires  along  the  tip  face.  There  has  been  no 
danger  arising  from  these  tip  fires,  and  due  to  the  method  of  controlled  tipping  in  use, 
these  fires  have  been  extinsguished  fairly  quickly  at  the  beginning  of  each  working  day. 
Nuisance  has,  however  ,  been  caused  by  smoke  from  time  to  time,  depending  on  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  wind,  but  all  complaints  received  have  been  dealt  with  immediately.

There  was  again  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  works  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  whilst  this  number  is  still  higher  than  would  be  desired,  the  overall  position  relating 
to  premises  within  the  Urban  District  is  good  in  comparison  with  other  author  ities  through¬ 
out  the  country. 
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Moveable  Dwellings 

There  is  only  one  licensed  caravan  site  in  the  area  operating  from  1st  April  to  31st 
October  each  year  and  used  only  by  the  owners  of  the  caravans  at  weekends  and  for 
holidays.  5  inspections  of  this  site  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  it  was  found  to 
be  well  maintained  and  operating  satisfactorily. 

Site  works  are  still  continuing  on  the  proposed  caravan  site  at  Crinkle,  but  as  these 
works  are  not  yet  completed,  formal  application  for  a  licence  to  site  caravans  on  the  land 
has  not  yet  been  made. 

Public  Conveniences 

Public  conveniences  throughout  the  District  were  subject  to  vandalism  and  this 
necessitated  the  renewal  of  W.C.  pedestals,  cisterns,  wash  basins,  ball  valves,  doors  and 
locks,  in  addition  to  normal  maintenance. 

Daily  cleansing  is  carried  out  at  all  conveniences,  but  due  to  their  misuse  by  various 
sections  of  the  general  public,  it  is  becoming  almost  impossible  to  maintain  a  reasonable 
standard  of  cleanliness. 

Snow  Clearance 

Less  time  was  spent  on  snow  clearing  than  is  normal,  due  to  the  mild  winter  in  this 
area.  It  was  still  necessary  for  salting  and  gritting  of  the  roads  to  be  carried  out  outside 
normal  working  hours  and  at  weekends,  as  a  protection  against  icy  conditions. 

The  rota  system  was  again  operated  by  your  Inspectors  throughout  the  winter  months 
and  especially  at  weekends.  This  ensured  that  icy  conditions  on  all  roads  received  prompt 
attention.  In  connection  with  this  system,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Forecast  Officers 
at  the  Meteorological  Office  at  Newcastle  for  their  co-operation  in  providing  early  forecasts 
of  adverse  weather  conditions,  and  the  local  Police,  for  their  early  notification  of  unforeseen 
icy  conditions  on  roads  during  the  period  midnight  to  7.00  a.m.,  both  of  which  assisted 
your  Inspectors  in  ensuring  that  the  main  highways  in  Loftus  were  kept  as  free  from  snow 
or  ice  as  was  practically  possible. 

Clean  Air  Act 

During  the  year,  15  observations  were  made  of  industrial  chimneys  in  the  area  and 
in  no  case  was  black  smoke  found  to  be  emitted. 

Two  atmospheric  pollution  deposit  guages  were  in  use  for  the  whole  of  the  year. 

The  smoke  filter  at  Loftus  was  also  in  use  for  the  whole  of  the  year,  for  the  registration 
of  smoke  concentration  and  the  determination  of  the  sulphur  dioxide  content.  The  readings 
obtained  were  normal  for  the  type  of  situation  in  which  this  machine  operates.

Civic  Amenities  Act,  1967 

As  a  iesult  of  in\ estigations,  informal  action  was  taken  under  the  provisions  of  the 
abo\  c  mentioned  Act  in  respect  of  Id  motor  vehicles  which  had  been  abandoned  in  public 
places.  Including  4  motor  vehicles  which  had  not  been  removed  at  the  end  of  1971, 
there  was  a  total  of  17  abandoned  vehicles  within  the  district  to  be  dealt  with.  During 
the  >ear,  10  were  removed  by  the  responsible  owners,  G  by  the  Council,  and  one  vehicle 
had  not  been  removed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

here  vehicles  are  abandoned,  a  considerable  amount  of  work  is  involved  in  tracing 
the  ownership  and  in  this  connection,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Motor  Taxation  Officers 
of  the  various  local  authorities,  who  have  to  be  contacted,  for  the  help  received  during 
these  investigations. 

Petroleum  (Regulations)  Act,  1928  &  1936
